ENGLAND AND IRELAND 


W 


HAT appeared only a few days ago to be 


the finest, kind of prospect for the es- 


tablishment of permanent peace between the 
British Empire and the turbulent Emerald Isle, 
has been displaced by a stern attitude on the 
part of both parties to the centuries old con- 
tention and the danger of war again flaming 
up is seen.

up in «the way it should ease up—namely, through the increased pro- 
duction and marketing of goods.
